It sounds quite boring, doesn’t it? Well, it’s not nearly so 
boring, “as: ‘typing. the: records | ter cee 
would be, especially when the time 
element is considered. As one ex- 
ample; the day that the Salinas 
U.H.S. seniors visited the campus 
of Hartnell Miss Guidotti made 
photostats of 30 high school rec- 
ords in approximately an hour. 

Had she typed these, at an ay- 
erage of 15 minutes for each record, 
she would have had to pound the 
keys of her typewriter for 7% 
hours. In comparison, the photo- 
stating job becomes fascinating. 

Unlike typing, the chances of 
making a mistake are very slim, un- 
less a mistake was made in the 
original compiling of the record. 
The process of making the photo- 
stats is the simplest form of pho- 
tography, and most of the work of 
making exact copies is done by a 
machine purchased by the college

Hartnell Panthers won the Small 
Colleges track meet here last Satur- 
day by scoring 60/4 points to Men- 
lo’s 4814, Vallejo 94 and Monterey 
4, The Fans witnessed a fine track 
meet, but the small number of 
competing schools was a disappoint- 
ment. Twelve schools had indicated 
last year at the scheduling that 
they would attend. 


Meet records were changed in all 
but four éf the 14 events. with 
Menlo setting six of the ten new 
ones. Stellar attraction of the day 
was Menlo’s speedster, Sherman 

- Miller. Miller ran a brilliant 48.9 

440, and went on to win again in 
the 220 and the broadjump. He 
set new records in all three events, 
raising the broadjump ¥ inch with 
a 21 foot 644 inch leap, and he 
sprinted the 220 in 31.9. 

Double winner again for Hart- 
nell was Ray Dyer in the two and 
the one mile races. Dyer lowered 
the mile by 1.1 seconds, going the 
distance in 4.51. Bud Chase ran 
first in the 880, second in the two 
mile, and third in the mile. 

John Dobbel and Ed Krul- 
...flipped the discus 125 feet 6 inches 
and 125 feet 12 inch respectively 
to take a one-two in the event. 
Both bettered the old mark. Steve 
La Velle also set a new record by 
winning the 220 low hurdles in a 
photo finish in 26.1. Don Smith 
came from behind to take second 
behind LaVelle. 

Jim Tannahill went up one inch 
short of thé highjump mark with 
a good 6 foot 2 inches.
